CHANGE. APPORTIONMENT PLAN. 


House ‘Committeemen, Amend Con- 
gressional. Bill Which Fixes Total © 
Membership at 433. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 16. —Two changes 
in the reapportionment plan were agreed 
upon by the house committee on census to- 
day. They amend the Crumpecker congres- 
sional apportionment bil; which provides for 
an apportionment that would fix the house 
membership at 433, outside of Arizona and 
New Mexico, so that those territories, when 
they. becOine’ states, shall have one repre- 
sentative each. . 

The other amendment fixes the basis of 
house membership following the fourteenth 
and subsequent censuses. 

‘The latter amendment provides that as soon 
as each subseqtent decennial census is com- 
pleted the Secretary of commerce and labor 


ail of the states and each, seperately. This 
aggregate population ip to be divided by 430 
and the product of that division will be the 
ratio of house apportionment under each 
census,

The World's Work for January has: 
the fourth of a series of articles by W'l- | 
liam Bayard Hale on “The Pension Car- 
nival.”

In the present one he has given a num- 
ber of specific instances of gross frauds 
which have been perpetrated. Enormous 
sums have been paid to bogus widows.

case of fraud detected. it is safe to assume 
there are a dozen undetected.

He 
bequeathed it to his son, the Duc d’Aumale, 
who added to it a picture gallery and library, 
where he stored his famous collection of 
books and pictures, now at Chantilly, owned 
by the Institute of France. 

When his fortunes changed, and it became 
possible for him to return to Frazice, he lent 
i¢ to another exile, the late Don Carlos of 
Spain, who was there for a couple of years. 

In 1874 the late Sir John Asquith purchased 
the place and it was opened by him as a sub- 
urban and sporting club, under the name 
of the Orleans club. In 1883 it was bought 
by the Cunard family, and converted once 
more into a private residence, and it is they 
who have now sold it to the Ladies of the 
Compassion for use as a convent. 


Lord Winterton cinalilides that he has 
sold the London World and severed his con- 
nection therewitl’ as editor. It may be re- 
membered that he purohased in 1900 this 
weekly paper, founded by Edmond Yates and 


Henry Laebouchere, near-forty years ago, as | 
a “record of the doings and views of so-. 


ciety." Labouchere and Yates fell out, and 
thereupon : founded London 
Truth, from the management of which he haa 

Lord Winterton's object in purchasing the 
World was understood to be the advancement 
of his political ambitions, the promotion of 
those sports in which he is interested, and 
the demonstration of his ideas as to what 
society should do.. But while the World has 
been lively under hia editorship and man- 
agement, yet it has not fulfilled either his 
own expectations or those of the public. 
And that is why he has disposed of his inter- 
ests in the sheet. 

Lord Winterton is a‘frequent visi to 
America, and when he first came he 
Viscount Turmour, attracted an immense 
amount of attention by coming on shore at 
New York with a heavy plaid shaw! fastened 
around his shoulders by a safety pin.

Lord Winterton enjoys the distinction of 
being the only fullMedged earl Gooupying a 
seat in. the houge of commons, being able 
to do this owing to the fact that his peerages 
are all Irish, , 

Possessed of abundant wealth, a keen sense 
of humor and of ridicule, he is even more 
devoid than Winston Churebill of any of the 
ordinary bumpe of reyerence. He comes of a 
family that has always been renowned for 
ite effrontery, and which was founded by a 
Sir Edwatd Turnour, who. while speaker 
of the house of cosmmons showed sucb un- 
blushing impudence in his readiness to ac- 
cept big bribes that even in that corrupt age 
he excited the indignation of parliament, 
whereupon Charles IL, in recognition of 
hie subserviency to his wishes, raiged him to 
the benoh, appointing him to the office of 
lord chief baron and president of the 
cotrt of the exchequer. He married twice: 
on each occasicn an heiress, and one of his 
wives, Sarah Gore, daughter of an alderman 
of the city of London, brought him by way 
of dowry Shillinglee Park, one of the most 
beautiful places in Sussex, and which has 
continued ever since to be the principal home 
of the head of the house of Turnour.

THE EVANSTON AVENUE SERVICE. 
Chicago, Jan. 11—I do not know what 


‘the conditions are on other lines, but if 


jong anywhere near as bad as those 

‘Evanston avenue fine they are a 
p thsonsh to any civilized community, and 
the fault is clearly the company’s. It was 
tad last year, but for the last few weeks 


it has grown to be absolutely unbearable. 


The street car company knows that for 
the people living along the north shore 
east of Clark street: up to Diversey boule- 
vard and from there east of Bvanston 
avenue the elevated road is inconvenient, 
ahd we gurely have to suffer for it. The 
Devon avenue car ia the only one going 
north on Evanston avenue, and if you will 
have’ one of your representatives. watgh 
some evening on Dearborn and Randolph 
streets you will find that there are from 
five to seven North State street cars and 
a dozen cars on other lines to one Devon 
avenue car. 

A motorman told me that the cars were 
to follow one another at intervals of five 
minutes; I do not know whether this is 
true or not, but I do know’ that for north 
going Devon avenue cars I have waited as 
long as twenty-eight minutes, while on the 
north side, even in the early morning, I 
have had to wait from fifteen to twenty- 
five minutes, and then it often happened 
that the first car that came along would 
pass without stopping. . 

One evening two weeks ago I tried to 
get a car at the corner of Roscoe street 
and Bvaneton avenue. After a wait of 
nearly fifteen minutes a car hove in sight, 
but did not’ stop in spite of our signals. 
A second followed some minutes later 
without stopping, a third a little later; the 
fcurth car stopped, and I inquired from 
the conductor why the other cars did not 
stop. The answer he gave was, “ You are 
ducky that this one stopped.” Altogether 
I had to wait thirty-five minutes. 

OCBARLES STEIN, 


has been a cause of much complaint and this 
has in part been directed against the dispro- 
-portionate number of ‘North State street 
cars. Mr. Stein’s letter was taken to the

sending the Evanston avenue cars north to 
Devon avenue, had something to do with 
the interference of the service.
